Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 
Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items:

6) a general indication of any other pertinent matters discussed, and

accurate, the examiner will give the applicant an extendable one month time period to correct the record.

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 



6/26/03 - Mr. Landsman proposed amending claims 2 and 3 to require that the aluminum hydroxide comprise all three 
types of aluminum hydroxide, i.e. X, Y, and Z which is in contrast to the present claims which require that the aluminum 
hydroxide only comprise two types of aluminum hydroxide, i.e. X and Z (see pointsTandSon Figure 1 or points C and D 
on Figure 2). Mr. Landsman suggested amending the claims to require that the T aluminum oxide is present in 
amount of, for instance, 5%. Examiner stated that such amendment would overcome the prior art cited against claims 2 
and 3 given that Kitayama et al. (U.S. 5,130,1 13) and Oda et al. (U.S. 4,829,103) only disclose using two aluminum 
hydroxide corresponding to presently claimed aluminum hydroxide X and Z. However, examiner stated that such a 
change may insert new matter into the claims. Examiner noted that Table 2 provided support for amount of aluminum 
hydroxide Y of 20%, but there did not appear to support for other amounts of aluminum hydroxide Y. Mr. Landsman 
stated that there was support for such change in light of the Figures which clearly show that applicants invention 
includes all points within and including^B&Son Figure 1 and ABCD in Figure 2. 



7/1/03 - Mr. Landsman noted that Kitayama et al. broadly disclose the use of aluminum hydroxide X to aluminum 
hydroxide Z in ratio of 1:9 to 9:1 and that the present specification (T able 1, comparative examples 7 and 8) provides 
comparative data which establishes the criticality of the presently claimed ratio of X:Z in claim 3. Examiner agreed that 
when compared with ratio of aluminum hydroixde within the scope of the present claims, i.e. examples 3 and 4, it is 
seen that the present invention is superior in terms of viscosity or curing time. 
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
